GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
“Christmas this year, as far as the weather was 
concerned, was an old-fashioned one ~ the ground 
being covered with snow and a severe frost having 
set in.” So we read in a report about Christmas 
1890. We can well imagine the scene having just 
experienced the like at the end of the year 2000. 
But can anyone remember hearing of the many 
village Charities which helped Deddingtonians 
through the cold winter months back in the past ? Is 
the name of MISS CHURCHILL still familiar to 
anyone now living in the village ? For over 20 years 
she represented a Charity through which the elderly 
and needy were able to have (probably borrow) 
blankets for the duration of the winter months. She 
also supervised a Clothing Club, giving villagers the 
chance to put by a very small sum each week to 
make possible the purchase of something extra 
before Christmas. 
The Coal Charity, supported every year by the 
Feoffees, the Parish Church, Congregational 
Chapel, Wesleyan Reform Chapel and _ local 
individuals kept the fires of the poor burning. A 
Soup Kitchen opened in 1881 and provided soup at 
one penny a quart, once a week during the winter. 
The soup was served from Mrs Bliss’s kitchen in 
Philcote Street, on average 17 times per season and 
detailed accounts are available. Expenditure for use 
of copper, meat and vegetables came to £12.9.5 in 
one winter. 
Year after year these Charities were run by the 
village for the village and well deserved the then 
Vicar’s yearly response: “I desire to thank all who 
have, by their purse, or time, or ability, or in any 
other way, contributed to their maintenance!”

I8th JANUARY - Thomas was | am sorry to say insolent this morning and | gave him notice to 
leave his service this day month. He begged pardon immediately - twice - but | said | could 
not attend to him - what | may do | really know not. 

29th JANUARY - J. Austin spoke to me about The Tuns Public House - and its irregularities, 
he being one of the Church Wardens. His son Thomas has been there as late as half past 4 
o'clock in the morning, and the constable has been frequently sent for there - to do his duty. 
31st JANUARY - | went with Holford and Willy to the Rousham Ball - Holford came from New 
College by train. The Ball passed off admirably - from 150 to 200 persons being present, we 
reached home at 5 o'clock a.m.

FROM GEORGE FENEMORE, HOME FARM, CLIFTON 

Mr. Mike Ramsdale's letter in the December DN raises several points which | shall try to 
answer. He first asks why farmers bring the Spring sowing of grain forward to Autumn. 
The planting of Winter crops is a practice that has been used by farmers for many years; 
one with many farm management advantages. Winter sown crops yield much better than 
Spring crops, Autumn sown crops are very cost efficient in the reduced use of farm 
chemicals and fertilizers and benefit the environment by mopping up any residual 

nitrogen left from the previous crop, thus reducing nitrate leaching into the ground 

water. Winter planted crops also make better use of farm staff in what would otherwise 
be a slack time. If all the crop work was left until Spring we should have to double the 
work force to cope with the crop work and the lambing. 

In view of what has happened on the Continent since Mike wrote his letter | wonder if he 
still thinks internationally produced food is first class or safe to eat? He may like to 
know that a number of the EEC member countries has now started to implement the 

British model for animal and crop hygiene and welfare. Mike goes on to say that 

farmers cannot rely for ever on the £20 per week subsidy that every family pays us 
through the CAP. The money that every tax-paying family, including farming families, 
gives to the Government for the CAP is not, as Mike suggests, given back to British 
farmers. It goes into the EEC coffers and only a percentage comes back to the UK. The 
rest goes to other EEC countries, many of which do not contribute to the CAP. 

CAP payments cover food manufacture, food processors, environmental and conservation 
schemes and crop production. | have spent some time trawling the Government web site 
to find the public expenditure figures on agriculture and the CAP. All the figures quoted 
are from that web site. | will give only a brief resume here as it runs to 7 pages of A4 
but | will send Mike a copy. The total UK expenditure on Agriculture in 1999/2000 is 
forecast to fall by some £310 million to £3172* million compared with the previous year 
(* this is the amount paid into central CAP funds by the Government). Spending in the 
UK under the CAP is forecast to decrease from £3193 million in 98/99 to £2924 million. 
But as with all subsidies and grants there is no free lunch. The fact is that British 
agriculture pays back to the Government some £2923 million in a whole gamut of levies, 
internal market measures and export refunds. As Mike might know, all payments 

received are counted as income and taxed. Farming and food production has always 

been a political pawn. Subsidy and CAP payments are a way for the Government to 

keep the cost of food to the consumer low. This has a number of benefits for 
Government. By keeping the cost of the weekly food shopping low, the consumer has 
more to spend on non-essential goods, thus helping other sections of the economy. 

More jobs are created and the Treasury will get more back in VAT and tax and pay less 
unemployment benefit.. So - farmers are not the ogres you seem to think we are. 
Changes to the environment are not all down to farming. After ali, many of the 

housing developments on which we now live were once farm land.

(Extracts from a letter sent to Mary & Colin Robinson who are the present owners of Quinque House) 
My daughter gave me a copy of Discovering Deddington this Christmas. | found it very interesting and must 
congratulate ali concerned with its production. 
I lived in Deddington for about 14 years from November 1959. Deddington was very different then. A number of 
houses were still rented out for 7s 6d a week, and were very dilapidated, with corrugated iron roofs over 
deteriorating thatch and broken windows. The occupiers were only too happy to move into new council houses. 
We first lived in Dragon House (formerly Acacia House). My husband Anthony, a silversmith, had his workshop in 
the old kitchen with its cobbled floor and ingle fireplace. When we bought Quinque it was five almost derelict 
cottages. I understand that before being the workhouse, it was a farmhouse (the higher part) and a barn. It was made 
into five cottages in Victorian times. 
The character of Deddington changed with the coming of firms like Alcan and Maxwell House to Banbury. 
Managers and executives started buying properties in the village, and they brought a different culture with them. 
George, a local character, used to live in the garage of Laurel House (he bought a week’s supply of chips when the 
van came around!) Before that he liked to sleep in the church porch. He was very knowledgeable about steam 
engines, and travelled around the countryside visiting steam fairs. He was born in Deddington on the site of the 
Windmill. I believe that his brother was a gentleman’s gentleman. 
The Fair used os come to the Market Place once a year just for a couple of days.

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GARDENING NOTES 


By this time the festive deadery will have been consigned to the bin. 
Holly is lovely out of doors with its deep green shiny leaves and bright 
berries but indoors after a week or so of central heating it becomes, well, unattractive. 
It's time we thought of Spring and the greenery we could bring in at this time of the 
year. If you are making a new bed or want to add a shrub somewhere it is a good idea 
to bear in mind those plants which can be cut for indoor use. If you bring in branches 
you are in effect pruning the shrub, so something that makes good growth would be 

best. At this time bare shoots of Forsythia and also Ribes (Current) can be brought in. 
They produce blossom and leaves within a few days. Each year they are a joy and a 
pleasure. Winter Jasmine has been in full flower for a while and jooks lovely in a vase. 
It's very easy to grow. Years ago Ken Langstaff gave me a cutting which does well 
each winter. | am not keen on cutting flowers from our garden, even the prolific 
Narcissus, so | prefer to buy a small bunch and bring in green stuff to make an 
arrangement. For this, Pittosporum, plain or variegated, is really good. It's an evergreen 
and does not mind being cut. Choisia (Mexican Orange Blossom) positively begs to be 
cut, in fact you have to attack it a bit or it will get enormous. Most evergreens stand 
up to cutting but you need to choose the ones with smallish leaves or they will swamp 
the flowers which they are supposed to enhance. MARIANNE ELSLEY

SHOSHOHOS 


JEU D'ESPRIT by FRANK STEINER 
Did William Shakespeare know Leadenporch House ? This is not proved but it is not too fanciful or improbable. 
Some people with literary gifts and some historical knowledge can write historical novels. Genuine historians 
can write factual history. I take the line that there is a third genre, that of legitimate speculation as to what was 
likely to have happened, based on known facts and circumstantial evidence. 
We know that throughout his adult life Shakespeare travelled between London and Stratford, at first on foot, 
which took him four days, and later on horseback, in two days. In both cases he travelled via Banbury and 
Oxford and spent one night at Oxford. That was not the most direct route but he may have had good reasons. 
Perhaps the road was better, perhaps the inns. In any case the Thames Valley route would have brought him 
directly into the City and Southwark. 
One point of attraction was his friendship with the Davenants who kept the Crown Inn at Oxford — a friendship 
sufficiently close for their son, eventually Sir William, to suggest (obviously without much thought for the 
reputation of his mother, Jane,) that he might be The Bard’s natural son. And it is clear that a route which took in 
both Banbury and Oxford passed through Deddington. 
So much for known facts. Now for the speculation about the way he went through our village. If he took the old 
route which snaked through the Market Place, he would have by-passed Leadenporch House. But did he ? 
Deddington is not the obvious mid-point between Banbury or Stratford, to Oxford, to stop for refreshment; 
particularly if daylight was short. He probably tried to go make speed to reach his goal for the day. There was no 
street or road lighting and travel after dark could be dangerous. 
The New Road would have been quicker, particularly on horseback, and it is therefore a legitimate assumption 
that, at least when riding, he would have passed Leadenporch House which had been there for some 200 years. 
Whether he noticed it, whether it was then the oldest house in the village, is another question or two.
